Furthermore, 
the statement may unfairly focus attmtion on the language of one of the mdq>eodent claims 
alttiough there are multiple allowed independent claims. Therefore, the record should reflect that 
Applicants do not necessarily agree with the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Applicants' claims should be limited only by the terms utilized therein. In this 
plication, the Examiner loosely quotes portions of the allowed claims in the statement of 
reasons for allowance. Therefore^ the statement is inaccurate to the extent that the language 
varies from the language that is recited in the respective claims. Hius» Applicants hereby submit 
these Conmients in an effort to ensure that &e claims are properly construed based only upon 
limitations that are expressly present dxerein and/or to ensure that the claims axe not inteipreted 
so as to include any additional claim limitations that are not found in the respective claims.
